BILL 


An Act to amend the Government of Ireland Act, 1914, a.d. 1914 . 

[Note.— y/« words enclosed in brackets crnd wnderlim^dT^e 
proposed to he inserted in Committee.'] 

DE it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent ot the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same, as follows:— 

6 l.-(l) The Government of Ireland Act, 1914, shall not Position „£ 

a-pply to tne excluded area as hereinafter defined. excluded 

(2) In this Act the expression “ the excluded area ” means 
the proTince of Ulster. 

(3) The executive power of His Majesty the King as regards 
10 all public services m connexion with the administration of civil 

government in the excluded area shall be exercised on behalf 
of H.s Majesty by a Secretary of State through such officers and 
departments (not being officers or departments exercising execu- 
tive power delegated under the Government of Ireland Act 
16 1914) as His Majesty may by Order in Council direct and 
that Order in Council may provide for the constitution of anv 
new department or departments or offices for the piupose, and 
for the discontmuance of any Irish department existing at the 
time of the passing of this Act. 

j Before any Order in Council is made under this section the 

draft thereof shall be laid before both Houses of the Parliament 
of the Hnited Kingdom, and if either of those Houses within 
the next subsequent twenty-one days on which that House has 
sat next after any such draft is laid before it, presents an 
26 address to His Majesty against the draft or any part thereof 
no further proceedings shall be taken thereon without prejudice 
to the making of any new draft order

2. The following prOTisions shall hawe effect 
to the eoustitution under the GoTernment ^ 

of the Irish House of Commons and with reference to the lepre- 
sLtation under that Act of Ireland in the United Kingdom 


House of Commons : — 

(«,) Memhers shall not he elected to the Irish House of 
Commons for constituencies forming part ot tli 
excluded area, and the numher of memhers of that 
House shall he reduced accordingly ; and

ih) Every parliamentary constituency which forms part of the 10 
excluded area shall continue to he a parliamentary 
constituency returning a memher to serve in the 
Parliament of the United Kingdom, and so much 
of the Government of Ireland Act, 1911, as provides 
that memhers returned hy constituencies in Ireland lo 
shaU vacate their seats at the first meetmg of the 
Irish Parliament shall not apply to memhers for 
those constituencies; and 


(c) Subsection (1), section thirteen of the Government of Ire- 

land Act, 1911, shall he read as if the numher forty-two 10 
therein inserted were diminished by the total numher 
of memhers allotted hy Part II. of the Eirst Schedule 
to the Government of Ireland Act, 1914, to the counties 
and horoughs forming part of the excluded area ; and 


(d) Part II. of the Eirst Schedule to the Government of -o 
Ireland Act, 1914, shall be read as if any county or 
borough which forms part of the excluded area were 
omitted therefrom.

constituency with the exception of Duhlin University shall 
return not less than three memhers.

and the rest of Ireland in proportion to population subject to 
any adjustment which the Board may think necessary in order

(3) Nothing in this Act shall prevent the transfer to the 
Irish Government of the Irish Church Temporalities lund, 

15 nor prevent any fund which is applicable for any Irish services 
being managed, administered, or disposed of by the Ir^h 
Government: Provided that such provision is made as the Joint 
Exchequer Board may direct for the payment out of the fund 
of any expenses incurred in the excluded area, and properly 
20 payable thereout.

5. The provisions of the Government of Ireland Act, 1911, 
with respect to the appointment of judges in Ireland and their i 
tenure of office, and substituting for the appeal to the House 
ol Lords from courts in Ireland, an appeal to the Judicial 
30 Committee ol the Privy Council shall not have effect, and all 
judges of the Supreme Court or other superior court in Ireland, 
or of any county court or other court with a like jurisdiction 
in Ireland shall, after the appointed day, be appointed by His 
Majesty, and shall hold office by the same tenure as that by 
36 which the office is held at the date ol the passing of the 
Government of Ireland Act, 1914, and the e.xisting appeal from 
courts in Ireland to the House of Lords sliall continue as at 
that date. 

r e. The general subject matter of the Land Law (Ireland)

a.-nd shall decide which of the officers employed at the time of 
the passing of this Act in that service are to be so allotted, 25 
having regard to the suitability of the officer with respect to 
the service, and any officers so allotted to the excluded area 
shall not be transferred to the Irish Government. 

9 , — (X) Tte following general alterations, consequeiitial on 
this Act, shall be made in the construction of the Government 30 
of Ireland Act, 1914: — 

(a) the words “ Ireland ” and “ Irish ” shall be construed 
unless the context otherwise requires as not including 
the excluded area ; and 

(5) any transfer of a reserved service from the Government 35 
of the United Kingdom to the Irish Government shall 
not have effect in the excluded area.

11 . Notwithstanding any provisio]i in the Government of 
Ireland Act, 1914, to the contrary, His iMajesty may by Order in 
Council suspend the operation of the Act until a commission shall 

10 have reported on the constitutional relations of Ireland to the other 
parts of the United Kingdom. 

12 . Nothing in the Government of Ireland Act, 1914, or 
in this Act shall take away or prejudicially altej* or affect the 
powers, rights, privileges, or immunities of any person in the 

15 excluded area. 

13 . (1) In this Act the expression “Government of Ireland 
Act, 1914,” means any Act passed in the present session to amend 
the provision for the government of Ireland, and this Act shall 
not have effect unless such an Act is passed. 

20 (3) This Act shall be construed as one with the Government 

of Ireland Act, 1914, and may be cited as the Government of 
Ireland (Amendment) Act, 1914.
